artificially made, Afterwards,the Lord Efterhajie 


gaue the Archbiſhop the Sceprer, the Lord Serſy 


the Globe,the Palatine the Crowne and he gaue 
her Maieftie the Scepter in her left hand , the 
Globe in the right, and the Crowne hee ſet vpon 
her right ſhoulder, and during the time that the 


* Angelicall Salutation was ſung, ſhee kept the © 


ſame : afterwards they were taken from her a- 
gaine, and layd vpon the Altar; whereupon was 


Fung Te Dear /andamusand the Empreſſe hauing | 


er owne Crowne vpon her head, and the Hus- 


gariazx Scepter in her right hand, and the Globe - 
in her left, was conducted to her ordinaric Scat 
in the middle of the Quire, where a Theatram 


was erected, and adorned with rich Tapiſtric 
_ and Hangings of Cloth. of Gold, At the left 
hand his Maieſtie continuing kneeling in his 
prayers, without changing his Imperia!l habite, 
the Marſhall aforeſaid kept his Sword, and two 
other Lords the Globe of che Empire, and the 
Scepter. The Ceremonies , beſides the vſuall 
Rites and Cuſtomes finiſhed, the Emperour and 
Em =_ were conducted backe to the Pallace 
by the Lords aforeſaid,both Spirituall and Tem- 
porall, as well Hungarian as German, beſides the 


Ladies,thcir Maicſtics bgjng both Rill aty _ 


_— 
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their habites, and their traine going in good or- 
der,2s before : where there was prepared a ſate- 
ly Banquer for all theſe Gueſts,as well Hung tins 
- as Germans. 

During the Coronation , a Citizen, who 
clombe vpon the Crofle of the Stceple of the 
Cin-rch aforeſaid, flouriſhed an Enfigne, ſtan- 
ding vpon the ſame without falling ,and the ſame 
was L.kewiſe afterwards cone by ders Germans 
and Hunzarians z and amongſt them , a Germay 
Souldier pur all his clothes from his backe vnto 
his ſhirr,heing vpon the ſame. 

The Empcrour, with the Empreſſe, fate firſt 
downe at the Table: at the right hand cooke the 
Popes Nezcio place; after him, the Spaniſh Em- 
baſſidour ; then, the Embaſſadour of Maxine, 
at the I-fe hand ; beſides the Archbiſhop of 
Hungoris, and the Palatize aforeſaid, Ar this 
Banquer were diners Fangarity Lords atten- 
ding; and amongſt other. the Lord Efterhaſi,the 
Lord $etfy, and the Count of A4chot. The Ban-. 
quet being ended, they went to the Councell. 
Houſe of the Towne where, in the preſence of 
both Maiefties aforcſaid, and the moſt part of 
{ the principall Lords of Hangerie and Germanic, 
| beſides the Ladies of both Nations, was for the 
foace of ſeuen houres great reuelling and 

dancing, with much joy, and great - 
reſpec performed.
